KEEP ANTENNA MOUNTS MAGNETIC 
(from Gregon/Tualatin Valley feateur 
Radio Club 2/85 by Carl Zelich - AAaMI) 

Each morning and evening, the 
Kennedy Space Center "Salt Mine” net 
meets on our local repeater. While 
enjoying a round table, John McDonald - 
WB47XS was enlightening the net of the 
joys of owning a sportscar. In 
aidsentence, his signal suddenly ceased. 
Further attempts to reach him failed. 
Was he in an accident? Where? 

® landline call to his office later 
revealed that his magnetic 2 eter 
mobile antenna had fallen off his truck. 
Dragging if at SSMPH, only a few parts 
were retrievable, and even less were 
recognizable. 

I know this has happened to other 
amateurs. Tales of other antennas being 
dragged to their deaths came forth. The 
conclusion was: spend $58.08 and hope 
tyhe @agnet holds - this time! Analysis 
of the problems reveals that mast 
Amateur Radio operators regularly remove 
the magnetic mount and toss it onto the 
floor behind the driver's seat. This 
detrimentally afects the magnet two 
ways. First, the antenna base 
eventuallygets dropped onto the floor. 
As time passes, the drop height gets 
higher and higher. Unintentionally of 
course. This is not proper handling of 
the magnet. Magnets that are struck with 
a hammer will lose their magnetism. This 
repeated dropping contributes to 
disorienting the internal bipolar 
elements. Thus, the magnetic flux 
strength declines. 

Secondly, when a magnet - even a so 
called "permanent magnet" is left laying 
around without a "keeper", the magnetic 
flux lines reach out to grasp other 
ferrous materials. A “keeper” is 
generally a soft iron piece which 
provides a bridge between the poles for 
the flux lines to follow. This 
convenient path allows the magnetic 
lines to concentrate and confine 
themselves to the keeper. 

The solution to both these 
problemsis simple. In the electrical 
section of your hardware store are metal 
ceiling electrical boxes. They are 
available in square, octagonal, and 
round shapes. These are aften called 
"breakout" boxes because the main supply 
line is broken to serve a branch line. 


Purchase a round steel electrical box 
cover. The cover normally has a diameter 
of 31/2 inches and is fine for all 
antenna mounts. 

Place this keeper onto your magnet 
before putting the antenna mount anta the 
floor. This keeper lessens the dasage 
done if the antenna is accidently dropped 
there. The keeper can also be kept on the 
floor or seat behind the driver when the 
the antenna is in the vehicle. Also, this 
keeper should be in place whenever you 
plan to store your antenna for any length 
of time. 

For about 41 cents fro a keeper, you 
will avoid spending another $50.0 for a 
new antenna. And best of all, there is no 
work involved.

PACKET RADIO AND FIELD DAY 

Due to a letter to GATEWAY from 
Thomas Clements III, WIICH, the ARRL 
Contest Advisory Committee (CAC) has 
approved a Field Day packet radio bonus. 
Field Day rules will now read: An addit~ 
ional 1@8 points can be earned by comp- 
leting at least one OS0 on packet radio 
during the Field Day period. The repeater 
provision is waived for the packet radio 
Q80's. a packet station does not count as 
an additional transmitter, On the sumaary 
sheet, show packet radia as a separate 
‘band’. This new bonus is in effect this 
year, thanks to the quick action by the 
Cac. 

Field Day, always a day of high vis~ 
ibility for Amateur Radio, is naw a good 
time to show the public and the members 
af yoyr Field Day group the advantages of 
packer radio, Amateur Radio's newest mode. 
Show them that packet radio is no longer 
an experimantal mode, but a valuable 
emergency communications tool. This Field 
Day bonus aight also encourage sone inves~ 
tigation of low-power portable packet 
stations. TNC, two meter rig and portable 


computer might all be run from salar, 
wind or human power. Hr. Clements sug- 
gests the "the annual Field Day message 
be sent to the section manager by pac- 
ket radio if possible. Perhaps sone 
traffic handling nets could arrange to 
pick up messages from packet radio bull- 
etin boards.
